Oth- 
erwise tbe excess of gasoline will 
cause the engine to run sluggishly. 
Indeed. It may load up the cylinders 
with such a rich mixture that the en- 
fine may stop again This In turn will 
make It harder to start th* engine 
thnn before. Do not open th* choke- 
again If the engine stops from this 
cause Get as much air In as pos- 
sible while you crank the engine and 
thus Approximate a correct mixture.

nave some sort of warming device to 
heat the gasoline and air entering tbe 
mixing chamber. Some get air from 
a store or hot-air furnace attached to 
the evhaust pip* and some depend on 
hot wetcr from the cooling system. 
Neither of these will get into action, 
however, until after the engine has 
keen running gome time and will not 
help the cold-morning troubles of th* 
owner. Tf there is a hot water jacket 
on the carburetor, persona who drain 
tb* cooling system on cold nights will 
aid starring materially If ;hey nil the 
radiator with hot water Jn the morn- 
ing just before It Is time to start th* 
engine. Thl« warms the entire engine, 
so that condensation I* not likely to 
•ccur.

SKIM MILK FAVORED 


FOR LAYING FOWLS 


Jleni must hare some form o& ani- 


mal protein In their feed. This Is usu- 
itlly supplied by beef scrap. Two ycar» 
ajfo HU experiment was itarted at the 
experimental farm, Nappan, JJ. S., to 
determine the relative values of beef 
scrap and skim milk when added to 
the laying ration. Two pens were 
made up of tea blrdi, «s uniform in 
breeding, cge and type •» it was pos- 
sible to select The rations fed to 
each pen were alike and constant ex- 
cept that Pen 1 received beef scrap 
and Pen 2 skim milk. 


The results show the possibilities 


there are of realizing good value by 
feeding «klm milk. The average pro- 
duction from the ten birds receiving 
beef scrap for the two six-month feed- 
Ings periods (November 1 to April 30, 
each year) wag 615.6 eggs, at a feed 
<:ost of $13,75, or 2C.8 cents per dozen, 
leaving a profit over feed cost of 97.2 
cents per bird. 


In Pen 2 the ten birds recelrlng 


eklm milk over the same period had 
an average production of GU9.5 eggs, 
at a feed cost of $12.70, or £1.8 cents 
per dozen, leaving a profit over feed 
cost of $1.49 per bird. By taking the 
average of two years It was found that 
C96.7 pounds skim milk, valued at 20 
cents per hundred and thus costing 
$1.20, gave greater returns than 39 
pounds beef scrap at a market price 
of $7.24 per hundred, thus costing 
*2.62. 


If, as believed at th« experimental 


farm, the increase in production from 
the pens receiving milk can be at- 
tributed to the value of skim milk as 
a food for laying hens, It would only 
be fair to state that the farmer had 
received sllghtiy better than one dol- 
lar per hundredweight for his skim 
milk when fie marketed It through bis
